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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue Singh does not describe or 
suggest any customizing. Claim 1 recites "customizing a trap for use as a custom trap, said step of customizing including selecting device 
attributes and tresholds using a graphic user interface." Applicants point out the definition of customizing to mean "to modify, make or 
build according to individual specifications or preference". Examiner states that the Whitmire et al discloses the claimed invention except 
for the step of "customizing a trap for use as a custom trap, said step of customizing including selecting device attributes and thresholds 
using a graphic user interface." The Examiner reiled on Singh et al to teach this limitation. The Singh et al reference teaches the traps 
that are stored wirthin the database can be added, created, changed, deleted etc. (see Singh col. 14, lines 39-65). Therefore, Singh does 
teach the claim limiation of "customizing a trap for use as a custom trap, said step of customizing including selecting device attributes and 
tresholds using a graphic user interface. Also, this reads on the definition of customizing. If someone has the authority to change, add, 
detete, etc, a trap that is pre-deined is definitely customizing the trap because they are modifying or, making or building the trap to their 
individual specifications or preference. . 
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
